I have reviewed the final draft of the Non-Fraternization/

Contact Reporting Policy which you distributed to the OSPG on
November 24, and concur with its contents. I am pleased to see that
the expression of the policy has changed dramatically from one of
confrontation, as stated in the previous proposal of August 19,
1987, to the present tone of reasonableness. Especially gratifying
is the incorporation of our proposals of September 4, 1987, into the
present policy, either through paraphrasing or direct quote.

There are two minor points which I would like to address. First,
Section II (SCOPE) of the final draft, which quotes the same section
of the original draft, states that the policy is applicable to
American contractors and Foreign Service National Employees,
"assigned to the missions not included in Appendices A and B." For
the sake of simplicity and clarity, perhaps this portion of the
policy should be published separately (or locally, as we
‘recommended) as (1) it appears to be out of context in this document
and (2) the local RSO may wish to append additional conditions or
requirements peculiar to his/her post. However, I regard the
foregoing as merely an observation, rather than a reason to delay
publication. ' ‘ -

Secondly, you will recall that in our September 4 comments we
recommended inclusion of a provision that, "CI investigations or
other activities concerning non DQOS personnel will only be initiated
after consultation with the parent agency." Had conditions within
DS/CI not changed in the interim, I would feel compelled to insist
that that provision be included in the final document, However,
after having met with Ray Mislock I feel reassured that the spirit
